There are plans in Northampton to 
ensure everything is coming up roses. 

2013 must be in the words of Elvis 
Costello a ‘good year for the roses’ as 
the town has been spruced up, pol¬ 
ished and put under the microscope. 

Last month, the East Midlands in 
Bloom judges visited many of 
Northampton’s beautiful parks and 
open spaces, including Thornton Park, 
Bradlaugh Fields, Abington Park and 
Delapre Park. 

They also went to see the Good 
Shepherd Catholic Primary School, 
Spinney Hill Pub, and Mereway 
Allotments. 

On Monday, the International Bloom 
Challenge judges cast their eye over 
the town’s floral displays. 

This is the ‘daddy’ of all bloom com¬ 
petitions and one of Northampton’s 
challengers in the competition comes 
in the shape of Seoul (a former 
Olympic host city) in South Korea.

Meanwhile on the other side of town 
businesses have rallied together to 
tackle the problem of street drinking 
and anti-social behaviour around 
Holy Sepulchre Church in Sheep 
Street. 

The long term plan is to build a 
garden for the nursery children and 
then manage the grounds and garden.

Schoolgirl, 11, 
rated a ‘genius’

One 11-year-old can 
rightly claim to be at the 
top of her class. 

Cerys Cooksammy- 
Parnell took a Mensa test 
and achieved a remarka¬ 
ble 162 as her IQ score. 

This puts her into the 
‘extraordinary genius’ 
category. She also has a 
higher IQ than her dad, 
Dean, who scored an 
impressive 142. 

Mum, Natalie who is a 
lawyer in London, is ‘over 
the moon’ her daughter 
achieved such a high 
score. 

She said it was more 
startling as she had read 
about a 13-year-old girl 
getting an IQ score of 162 
but Cerys is two years 
younger.

She added: “Cerys 
would rather sit down 
and read a copy of Closer 
than read a book and 
loves playing Candy 
Crush and Angry Birds.” 


Natalie feels that 
despite the amazing IQ 
score, her daughter Cerys 
is very level-headed and 
just like any 11-year-old 
girl. 

She said she thought 
Cerys, who attends 
Wellingborough School, 
will go on to university to 
study mathematics. 

With her IQ score Cerys 
beats Bill Gates who is 
reported to have an IQ of 
160. 

President Barack 
Obama is reported to 
have an IQ of 130, former 
President George W 
Bush, whose IQ is 125 
and former President Bill 


Clinton whose score is 
reportedly 137. 

On a side note, Hillary 
Clinton tops all of them, 
with an IQ of 140. 

Meanwhile, iconic US 
President John F. 
Kennedy had an IQ of 117 
and Richard Nixon 
reportedly had an IQ of 
143. 

English author Charles 
Dickens reportedly had 
an IQ of 180, while his 
fellow Englishman 
Charles Darwin had an 
IQ of 165.

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Bloomin’ impressed with our green space 


As part of the International Bloom 
Challenge, JOSIE COPESTAKE finds 
out how impressed the judges were 
on their visit to Northampton 



Two judges from the International 
Bloom Challenge admitted they 
were ‘impressed’ during a tour of 
Northampton’s green space on 
Monday. 

The town is being judged as part 
of the challenge’s Large Category 
and is up against the likes of Seoul 
in South Korea, City of Kamploops 
Canada, City of Barrie, Canada and 
closer to home, Chatham Kent. 

Bob Ivison and Alain Cappelle 
started their judging at the 
Guildhall where they were greeted 
by the Mayor of Northampton 
Councillor Les Marriott as well as 
members of the Northampton 
Bloom Planning Committee. 

Bob Ivison said: “It has been a very 
good day. We had a fascinating tour 
of the museum and would recom¬ 
mend it to anyone.” 

The judges then visited Bradlaugh 
Fields, Abington Park, Delapre Park 
as well as Kingsthrope Village, 
Spinney Hill pub, FAB Centre, Ekins 
Close, St Andrew’s Hospital, 
Brackmills Industrial Estate and 


Mereway Allotments. 

Alain Cappelle said: “Overall we 
have been really impressed with the 
big green spaces here in a big town, 
which isn’t very common. 

“We were mostly impressed with 
Bradlaugh Fields as the open space 
is not just a green desert. 

“We were also impressed with how 
the town’s council has taken the 
time investing into the green 
space.” 

The town was judged on the 
following criteria: Tidiness, 
environmental action, heritage 
conservation, urban Forestry, 
landscaped areas, turf and 
groundcovers, floral displays and 
community involvement. 

Bob Ivison said: “Abington Park is 
very pretty and we liked the cultur¬ 
al heritage included in the park. 

“We also liked how the communi¬ 
ties make the most of the open 
space all year round such as hosting 
a variety of festivals and events. 

“There is great community 
involvement within these areas and 
a lot of commitment has been 
made.” 

It is the first year for Northampton 
to take part in the international 
competition with the help of 
Northampton Town Centre BID. 

Each participant will receive a 
Bloom rating out of five which will 
add up to a score out of a 100 points. 

The winner will be announced at 
the 2013 National Symposium and 
Awards, hosted at Ottawa-Gatineau, 
Canada from October 23-26, and 
will receive a trophy.

Northampton has more links to America than you 
think! Check out if you knew these five facts... 


O Air Fields around Northamptonshire were 
used by the USA Air Force during World 
War Two. RAF Harrington Station 179 and 
RAF Chelveston Station 105, were occupied 
for Class A heavy bomber use. 


Former American President George 
Washington’s family ancestor Lawrence 
Washington built and lived in Sugrave 
Manor house in 1539. He had moved from 
Lancashire and became the mayor of 
Northampton. 


Northampton was the principal producer 
of footwear for the the American Civil War 
in 1862. Military boots were supplied to 
the Confederate Army due to the US shoe 
industry collapse. 


Hollywood actor Errol Flynn spent three 
months as a member of the Acting Compa¬ 
ny now known as Royal & Derngate before 
heading to America.

Three men jailed 
for revenge killing

Three men were jailed at the 
Old Bailey on Wednesday for 
their parts in the murder 
and kidnap of a Polish man 
whose body was found 
dumped in a field in 
Northamptonshire. 

The body of Andrzej 
Kulesza, 27, was discovered 
close to Rothersthorpe, near 
Northampton, on April 25, 
2011. 

A ligature was around the 
neck of the remains, found by 
a member of the public. 

Three men were convicted 


on Tuesday and sentenced on 
Wednesday. 

Kamil Dreszer, aged 27 
years, of Greenhill Park, 
Willesden - found guilty of 
murder, kidnapping, false 
imprisonment and prevent¬ 
ing the lawful burial and 
disposal of a corpse and 
jailed for life to serve a mini¬ 
mum of 22 years 

Artur Janik, aged 27, 
of Willowmead Close, 
Goldsworth Park, Woking - 
guilty of manslaughter, 
kidnapping, false imprison¬ 
ment and preventing the 
lawful burial and disposal of 
a corpse and sentenced to 11 


years’ imprisonment 

Daniel Kosowski, aged 40, 
of Henry Adlington Close, E6 
- found guilty of preventing 
the lawful burial and 
disposal of a corpse and 
jailed for 30 months. 

After the case, investigating 
officer Detective 

Chief Inspector Andy 
Chalmers, from the Homicide 
and Serious Crime 
Command, said: “The three 
defendants, seeking revenge 
for a debt, kidnapped and tor¬ 
tured the victim before 
dumping his body in a remote 
location, imagining it would 
never be found.”

Pensioner’s plea to 
save historic depot 




Ronald Haddon shares his story of the historic First bus depot

A pensioner has added his 
voice to the calls to save St 
James bus depot after reveal¬ 
ing how the building played 
a vital role in World War Two. 

Former motor mechanic 
Ronald Haddon, aged 85, 
explained how he worked on 
a contract between 1942-1943 
preparing and building 
Lancaster bombers at the 
town’s garage. 

He said: “The Lancaster was 
one of the main bombers we 
used in the war. 

“It was quite an aircraft. 

“We were making the mid¬ 
section fuselage of the body. 

“There was a crew of people 
working there at night as well 
as a morning crew. 

“The station was still being 
used for buses at the time we 
were building the plane parts. 

“It would be a shame to 
close it as we have lost so 
much in Northampton 
already.” 

After recent news of the 
First bus depot officially clos¬ 
ing on September 14, St James 
Residents Association has 
come forward to save the 


historic building, in hope of 
turning it into a museum. 

Secretary of the association, 
Graham Croucher, said: “We 
need as many people to come 
forward and share their past 
stories like Ronald. 

“The building is just as 
important to St James as 
Buckingham Palace is to 
London.” 

The depot is currently 
storing a number 154 1947 
CVG 6 bus which is owned by 
the British Bus Preservation 


Group. 

“There is around 75 buses 
like these stored in barns 
around Northampton. 

“On our website we have got 
a campaign page running 
and we will be doing an 
online survey soon.” 

The association will be dis¬ 
cussing future plans with 
Councillor David Mackintosh 
on August 30.

Patients and staff at Favell 
House feel abandoned 
after it was announced 
that the centre which sup¬ 
ports people with physical 
and/or neurological disa¬ 
bilities is to close. 

The site will close in 
October despite patients, 
staff and members of local 
government, pleading for it 
to stay open. 

Patient Troudy Howe, 50, 
Hardingstone, said: “I’m 
disgusted. 

“They might as well leave 
us in a dump to die.” 

Favell House in Kettering 


Road, which supports 
patients and their families 
has been called a ‘beacon 
of excellence’ by a local MP. 

Michael Ellis, 

Conservative MP for 
Northampton North, said: 
“They haven’t got proper 
plans for an alternative. 

“Favell House is a beacon 
of excellence for those who 
need it. It would be a trage¬ 
dy to lose. 

“I’m going to continue to 
call for a reconsideration.” 

Mr Ellis has written to the 
NHS Commissioning 
Group in a final plea. 

Northants Labour County 
Cllr Mary Butcher said: “I 
think it’s disgraceful. 

“I do not think the consul¬ 


tation was done in the 
proper way. 

“How are we going to 
replace this service? 

“I think that taking this 
service away is a crime in 
the community. 

“You cannot take it away 
without replacing it. 

“It will be a great loss and 
I am concerned as to where 
people will go in future.” 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire 
Healthcare NHS Trust said: 
“We recognise this is a 
difficult time for staff and 
they are obviously disap¬ 
pointed by this decision. 

“We are however continu¬ 
ing to work with staff 
affected to look at 


redeployment opportuni¬ 
ties. The staff will continue 
to support service users 
during this difficult time.” 

In a joint statement Dr 
Darin Seiger, Chair NHS 
Nene Clinical 

Commissioning Group and 
Dr Peter Wilczynski, Chair 
NHS Corby Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
said: “None of these are 
easy decisions, but given 
the financial challenge fac¬ 
ing the NHS nationally, and 
in Northamptonshire 
where we face a shortfall of 
£44m this year alone, we 
need to work to find new 
ways of providing high 
quality services that are 
sustainable financially.” 


Charity cash stolen from till 
during robbery at town’s KFC 


A tin of charity money was 
stolen during a robbery at 
KFC in Abington Street 
Northampton on Friday 
night. 

Two of a group of four 
men who had ordered food 
between 10.30pm and 
11pm began to argue with 
staff about their order and 
became aggressive.

Feed In Tariffs, RHI Payments, PV systems... How confused are you?

Commentators and lawyers alike describe the 
current UK libel laws as antiquated, costly, 
unfair and stifling freedom of expression and 
legitimate debate.

Commentators and lawyers alike describe the current UK 
libel laws as antiquated, costly, unfair and stifling freedom 
of expression and legitimate debate. Long awaited reform 
is almost here - with the passed Defamation Act 2013 
expected to come into force later this year. 

So what will be the main changes? 

• All claimants must prove serious harm to reputation in 
order to bring a claim. Trivial claims should not clog the 
Courts in future. 

• Corporate claimants must also show serious financial 
loss (immediate or anticipated loss). This will allow 
greater freedom of expression by preventing large 
corporations from using the threat of libel action to 
silence critics. 

• Defences of truth, honest opinion and public interest 
are simplified in statutory form. This will replace the 
previous common law defences of justification, fair or 
honest comment. 

• Operators of websites hosting online posts will have a 
defence if they are not the author and it is possible for 
the claimant to identify the author. New regulations will 
be introduced to create a procedure for complaints as 
to online posts and what a website operator must do in 
response. This will hopefully simplify the process needed 
to identify a poster hiding behind anonymity. 

• Greater protection for peer-reviewed scientific and 
academic journals. 

• A single publication rule so online material is deemed 
published once, when originally posted and that will 
be the relevant date for limitation purposes (one year 
limitation period running from that date). 

• A limit to the English Court's jurisdiction if a claimant is 
not domiciled in England and Wales. This is intended to 
bring an end to the perception of libel tourism but will 
still allow a foreign domiciled claimant to sue for libel 
in England. 

• There will no longer be a presumption of jury trial. 

• The Court will have statutory power to compel a 
defendant to publish a judgment summary and/or 
remove defamatory statements from websites or from 
distribution. As most cases settle this will not have 
enormous practical effect but the requirement to publish 
a judgment summary should be powerful as the wording, 
time, manner and place of publication will be determined 
by the Court where not agreed between the parties. 

All of these changes are necessary, valuable and largely 
uncontroversial. So why is Northern Ireland not planning 
to adopt the new legislation? Won't publishers and media 
companies be reluctant to set up business in Northern 
Ireland as a consequence? There will also be a difficulty in 
sanitising content for Northern Ireland. 

In the UK, these changes should lead to a reduction in 
complexity and cost. This is good news.

The Taxpayers’ Alliance (TPA) 
new ‘Stamp Out Stamp Duty’ 
campaign reveals home-buyers 
are being hit with a £7,500 Stamp 
Duty bill. 

New research showed home- 
buyers paid over £4 billion in 
residential Stamp Duty in 2012-13, 
£3.6 billion of which was paid at a 
three per cent rate. 

In 2012-13, 6,020 homes were 
bought with a three per cent rate 
in the East Midlands. This made 
10 per cent of ah transactions in 
the region and made up 69 per 
cent of total Stamp Duty revenues 
in the region. 

TPA who aim to reform taxes, cut 
spending and protect taxpayers, 
believe the high amounts being 
paid are stopping people from 
moving onto the property ladder. 

The aim of the new campaign is 
to urge the Government to cut the 
double tax. 

Home-buyers in London and the 
South East are affected with the 
highest rates and more people 
across the country are paying the 
three per cent rate. 

From homes costing between 
£250,000 and £500,000, people are 
paying from £7,500 to £15,000 in 


Stamp Duty. 

Chief Executive of the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance Matthew Sinclair, said: 
“Owning your own home is an 
important milestone, but for many 
families it seems harder and hard¬ 
er to reach. 

“Ministers have done nothing to 
ease the burden imposed by 
Stamp Duty, which is an unfair 
double tax that gets in the way of 
would-be first-time buyers and 
others thinking about moving. 
Instead they have made things 
worse with new thresholds and 
new, higher rates.” 

In 2007, David Cameron and 
George Osborne stated they would 
increase the Stamp Duty thresh¬ 
old. TPA wish to see this promise 
put into action. 

Matthew Sinclair continues: 
“The Government needs to act on 
ministers’ rhetoric about getting 
people onto the property ladder 
and cut this unfair tax.”

Boothroyd builds 
a Town bonfire

Aidy Boothroyd has revealed how the 
Cobblers squad held a bonfire on their 
first day back for pre-season to banish 
the bitter memories of last season. 

The Town boss was determined not to 
let the disappointment of losing the 
League Two play-off final 3-0 to Bradford 
City at Wembley affect their preparation 
for the new campaign. 

He told the Herald & Post: “On the first 
day of pre-season, I got everybody back 
and we had a 20 minute session. 

“I asked everybody to bring something 
from last season from the play-off final. 

“So boots came, there were pro¬ 
grammes, old kit, there were one or two 
pictures of former players and we had a 
big bonfire and set fire to it. 

“Then we dug a hole, stuck everything 
in there and buried it. I did that because 
I wanted everybody to realise that it’s a 
new start - that’s gone, that’s dead. 

“We can’t do anything about that, just 
like we can’t get any pats on the back for 
avoiding relegation. It’s finished. It’s his¬ 
tory. 

“We want to make new history and, by 
doing that next season, we’re in a posi¬ 
tive place and can go one better than we 
did last season.” 


Aidy blasts ref as 
York win opener

Fuming Town boss Aidy Boothroyd could 
not hide his disappointment with referee 
Charles Breakspear after 10-man 
Cobblers were beaten 1-0 at York City in 
their League Two opener on Saturday. 

Boothroyd said he felt City’s Richard 
Cresswell should have been sent off for 
simulation on 70 minutes at Bootham 
Crescent with the score still goalless. 

Cresswell appeared to go down lightly 
inside the box under a challenge from 
Ben Tozer and, although his penalty 
claims were waved away, Breakspear 
chose not to show a yellow card to 
Cresswell for simulation - who had 
already been booked. 

An angry Boothroyd said afterwards: 
“I’ve just said to Richard Cresswell when 
I shook his hand coming off that he’s 
probably got too much experience for 
this referee. 

“He shouldn’t have been on the pitch. 
The simulation was clear but the referee 
has not done his job and sent him off. 

“I hate to talk about referees but, unfor¬ 
tunately, I am doing so. It was either a 
penalty or a second yellow card - it’s one 
or the other.”

Morris hoping to down 
new boys after cup exit

Cobblers captain Ian Morris says 
the team are desperate to pick up 
three points against Newport 
County on Saturday - after having 
their ‘backsides handed to them’ 
by manager Aidy Boothroyd at half 
time during Tuesday’s night’s 2-1 
Capital One Cup exit against 
Milton Keynes Dons at Sixfields. 

Goals in each half from Dons’ Ben 
Reeves and Jason Banton proved 
decisive as Northampton, despite 
pulling one back in the second peri¬ 
od through Roy O’Donovan, bowed 
out of the competition at the first 
hurdle. 

Boothroyd’s side - who lost their 
opening League Two fixture 1-0 at 
York City last weekend - are now 
preparing to host newly-promoted 
Newport at Sixfields. 

But it won’t be easy. The Welsh 
side began their life in the Football 
League with an impressive 4-1 
home win over Accrington and fol¬ 
lowed it up with a stunning 3-1 
Capital One Cup first round win at 
Championship outfit Brighton. 

But, after back-to-back defeats to 
start the season, Morris says the 
Cobblers’ players will be deter¬ 
mined to get their season up and 
running on Saturday after a des¬ 
perately disappointing first half 
display against Dons in midweek 
that sparked a half time rocket from 
Boothroyd. 

He said: “At half time, we got our 
backsides handed to us a little bit in 
the changing room, but I think a 
few of us needed to hear that. 

“I think in the first half again - as 
was the case at York - we didn’t play 
the way we should be playing, the 
attention just was not there. 

“But second half we came out, got 
in their faces and started playing 
higher up the park, creating chanc¬ 


es and that’s where our goal came 
from. We need to start putting the 
ball in the back of the net more and 
stop conceding at the other end. 

“It’s early doors, we’re still getting 
to know each other and, slowly but 
surely, we’re getting there and 
hopefully things are going to start 
to turn on Saturday.” 

He also added he already feels the 
team are heading the right way, 
saying: “I think it’s small, minor 
things. 

“We’ve shown we can play when 
we want, we’ve also shown we can 
mix it up when we need to as well. 
It’s just, like I said, about putting it 
in one end and stopping it at the 
other. 

“It’s as fine a line as that, we need 
to start picking ourselves up again 
today and Friday and look to be get¬ 
ting three points on Saturday.” 

Town will welcome back Darren 
Carter for the visit of Justin 
Edinburgh’s Newport, after the 
midfielder’s sending off for two yel¬ 
low cards on his debut at York saw 
him sit out the midweek cup tie 
against the Dons. 

Looking back on the first half dis¬ 
play against the Dons, Boothroyd 
says he knows his players can per¬ 
form better than they showed, par¬ 
ticularly first half. 

He said: “We’ve got the makings of 
a very good team here, but putting 
your body on the line is a minimum 
requirement and, in the first half, 
we didn’t do that. 

“It’s about what happens in both 
boxes and that’s the biggest lesson 
we take from this. 

“We didn’t get started and weren’t 
anywhere near as good as we can 
be. We’ve come a long way in a 
short space of time here and part of 
that is through energy, effort and 
good old fashioned graft. 

“We are a new team and are still 
building, it’s going to take a bit of 
time but we have got a lot of work to 
do.”

Northampton Saints Academy 
coach Mark Hopley says that the 
dual registration partnership 
with Moseley will be important 
for both clubs this season. 

Moseley flanker Oily Robinson 
wore the Saints’ colours in last 
Friday’s leg of the JP Morgan 
Premiership Rugby Sevens Series, 
with the west midlands club also 
providing wing Simon Hunt to the 
Saints Sevens coaches. 

And when the Championship 
season gets underway the player 
flow will see several members of 
the Saints Senior Academy head 
up the M6 to Billesley Common to 
increase their first team experi¬ 
ence. 

Props Tom Warren, Adam 
Parkins and Danny Herriott, 
hooker Matt Williams, scrum- 
halves Ryan Glynn and Alex Day, 


fly half Will Hooley, centre Tom 
Stephenson and wing Tom Collins 
have all been earmarked to be 
dual registered with Moseley this 
season, and Hopley believes that 
they will all gain by playing in the 
Championship. 

“We had around a dozen players 
turn out for Moseley at one point 
or another, and it worked well for 
both clubs,” he said. “The 
Championship is a very tough 
league to play in, and the senior 
Academy youngsters who play in 
the competition will learn an 
awful lot about themselves as 
rugby players. 

“This partnership works both 
ways, of course, and I’d like to 
thank Simon Hunt for his help 
coaching the team on Friday 
night, and for Oily Robinson for 
playing.

Duston’s Frances Penn played a 
leading role in the celebrations to 
mark one year since the start of 
London 2012 at the Sainsbury’s 
Anniversary Games - and she 
insists it will live long in the mem¬ 
ory.

Cameron White smashed 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks into 
Friends Provident t20 finals day - 
but was quick to heap credit for the 
win on to his team mates. 

The big-hitting Australian right¬ 
hander clubbed a man-of-the- 
match winning 58 not out from just 
32 balls that proved the difference 
as the Steelbacks saw off Durham 
Dynamos by 36 runs in front of a 
full house at Wantage Road on 
Tuesday evening.

Northamptonshire Steelbacks’ pro¬ 
gress through to finals day in the 
Friends Life t20 has taken even them 
by surprise - according to head coach 
David Ripley. 

The county are through to next 
Saturday’s showpiece at Edgbaston 
after Tuesday night’s superb 36-run 
quarter-final victory over Durham 
Dynamos under the lights at Wantage 
Road. 

It is only the second time the 
Steelbacks have made it through to 
finals day in the 10-year history of the 
competition, with their only other 
appearance ending in a semi-final 
defeat to Sussex back in 2009. 

Ripley said: “It’s fantastic, there has 
been a lot of hard work gone in from 
the players and the staff to improve 
our one day cricket. 

“If you’d have said at the start of the 
year that would involve us getting to 
t20 finals day, I’d have said it was a bit 
of a long shot. 

“We wanted to win more games and 
be more competitive, but we didn’t 
expect that we would improve that 
much. But it’s been great, a little bit of 
a surprise, but the lads have worked 
hard to get there.” 

After winning the toss and electing 
to bat, Steelbacks openers Kyle 
Coetzer and David Willey started 
superbly and put on 89 for the first 
wicket before the latter was bowled by 
Gareth Breese for 46. 

That only brought Australian 
Cameron White to the crease though 
and he demonstrated some excellent 
hitting as he made his way to 58 from 
just 32 balls in the hosts’ imposing 
total of 183-4. In reply, Durham never 
really got close as Northants kept it 


tight to restrict the north east county 
to just 147-6. 

Northants join Surrey, who defeated 
Somerset at the Oval in the first quar¬ 
ter-final, in the last four and will be 
joined at t20 finals day by two of 
either holders Hampshire, Lancashire 
Nottinghamshire or Essex, with those 
four counties completing their last 
eight ties last night and tonight. 

Looking ahead to next Saturday’s 
finals day Ripley says that, although 
he expects his side to be firm under¬ 
dogs, that doesn’t mean they can’t 
pull off a shock tournament victory - 
something that would have perhaps 
been unthinkable at the start of the 
season. 

“It’ll be interesting to see how the 
bookies view it, they’re pretty smart,” 
said Ripley. 

“I’ll be surprised if we’re amongst 
the top two favourites. We’ll probably 
be outsiders and that’s how we like it. 

“No one perhaps thought we’d be 
there, we were at long odds at the start 
of the season for all the competitions, 
but we’ve shocked and surprised a few 
and hopefully we can do that again a 
week on Saturday.” 

Alongside their t20 exploits, 
Northants are also going great guns 
in the Yorkshire Bank 40 and Division 
Two of the LV County Championship. 

And, with the games coming thick 
and fast in all three formats, Ripley 
admits he is having to carefully man¬ 
age his fairly small squad. 

He said: “Obviously we are in all of 
the competitions, so we can’t afford to 
rest too many players. 

“We’ve got to keep trying to wheel 
people out, take little bits of rest where 
we can and we’re trying to get one or 
two more players back fit that will 
help as the fixtures come round. 

“But the programme itself is what it 
is and we’ve just got to get on with 
that.”
